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BLAZE ON MT. WILSON 

Although thf bla/.e was not noticed 
by many Sierra Madre people, a fire 
that threatened the Carnegie otjserva- 
tory raged ail of Saturday night on 
Mt. Wilson. The fire started at five 
o'clock in the evening and at one time 
reached a jioint less than 150 feet from 
the observatory. 

It was not until two o’clock Sunday 
inornlng that the tdaze was tirought 
under control and danger of a brush 
fire in the canyons cut off by tlie erec¬ 
tion of several hundred feet of earth¬ 
works along the mountainside. 

The blaze started fmm a lighted fuse 
shot down the side of the mountain 
by the force of a blast set off near the 
l)ig dome of the observa'tory which has 
been liuilt to house the wonderful 100- 
inch telescoije now being budded. 

Before 6 o'clock the brush between 
the tiig dome and the place where the 
burning fuse fell was a great Held of

HARDNESS OF WATER, 


leltd Straami at High Velocity Are •« 
Rigid aa Iron. 

In the Americnn Magazine a contrlb- 
ntor ^ves a most interesting desi'rip- 
tlon of the resisting imwer of water. 
He says that a solid stream of water 
ahot out of a hose at tremendous ve- 
loi’lty Is Just as powerful and destruc¬ 
tive as a rod of Iron. .\n extract from 
the article giving an idea of the hard¬ 
ness and resisting iKiwer of water fol¬ 
lows; 

"Here Is a fact which Is probably 
novel to the average man who has not 
siH’iit much of his life thinking about 
motor speeil boats. This is what we 
may call the hardness of the water 
when a Iniat is running at speed. 
Water at fifty miles an hour Is not the 
limpid liquid we are accustomed to 
bathe In. If you put your arm over- 
iHiard from a hydroplane running at 
fifty miles an hour and strike a wave 
crest the proliahility is that you will 
break your arm or wrist, btvause at 
that speed the water has not time to 
give, not time even to change shape, 
and striking it is like striking so much 
metal

The oleander has no enemies 
Animals refuse to touch It, and the 
tree runs Its riotous way all over the 
Islands Those who visit Bermuda 
only In winter miss the glory of the 
oleander blossongs and also many of 
the other gorgeous flowers.

An Ordinance of the City of Sierra Ma- 
dre Establishing a Water Depart¬ 
ment, Water Rates and Regulations 
for the Use of Water. 

The Hoard of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra .Mudre ilo ordain as fcdlows; 

.SECTION 1. A Water Department Is 
lierehy estahlished, consisting of the 
members of the Water Committee of 
the Hoard of Tru.stees. 

Said Committee shall appoint a Su- 
periiilendeiit and an Accountant sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Board and 
to serve during the Hoard’s pleasure 
and at sueh t:om|)ensutlon as shall be 
llxed from time to time hy the Board. 

.SECTION 2. The Water Committee 
shall nu-et monthly on each Tuesday 
of each month, immediately preceding 
the llrst monthly meeting of the Board 
of Trustees, and also at the call of the 
Chairman, 

SECTION :i. The Superintendent 
shall, subject to this ordinance and 
the rules and regulations of the Board, 
man;ige, control and supervise the dis- 
trlhution, measurement, and pumping 
of water, the repairs to plant .and ma¬ 
chinery and the general maintenance 
ot the Water Department, 

SECTION 4, The Accountant shall 
keep all the hooks, minut<’S, records 
and accounts of the Department and 
,shali r*-nder anfl collect all bills. He 
shall iiromiJtly pay into the treasury of 
the (Jity the proceeds of all collections 
made hy him and shall report the 
amounts ctf such collections and treas¬ 
ury deposits to the Water Committee at 

■ ach monthly meeting, together with a 
list of c(jnsumers that are tnore than 
one month In arrears, 

SECTIO.N 5, All moneys received by 
the City Treasurer from the Water De- 
liartment shall he credited to a "Water 
Revenue Fund,'' Moneys paid out of 
such fund shall be only u|)on warrants 
liroperly drawn and distinctly desig¬ 
nating said fund, 

SECTION B. .Measurements of water 
hy meter shall he made and recorded 
by the Sui)erintehdent each and every 
month in the year. 

SECTION 7. Distribution and time 
allotment of water to Irrigators and 
(onsumers shall he under the control 
of the Suii'erlntendent. 

SI-;CTIoN ft. All water shall be de- 
ivered through meters. 

SIBCTION 9. Water rates shall he for 
the tSrst ,'>(10 culile feet or less delivered 

monltily through any meter.$1.50. 

l-'or every additional too cubic feet .05 
Where the monthly meter registra- 
!u>n is U*ss than 5ta) cubic feet, and 
written notice has been given to the 
Water Department that the premises 
; ser\'t'd are unoecut>ied or htive Ijeen j 
unoeeui>ied for less than a month, the j 
m.inthly rate shall he 50c i)lus a charge 
of •j:>c for every 100 cubic feet of water 
rigi.stered by the meter, hut not to 
-xceed $1.50. 

SECTIO.N la. I'pon written request 
accomt>anied by 50c, the Water Depart- 
im nt will shut off tiiid seal a meter. 

No further water charges will then 
aicrue until notice has l)een received 
i that water is agiiin desired, whereupon 
I the Sui>erintendent shall break the seal, 
t.;rn on the water anil again apply the 
! regular water rates. 

■ SECTION 11. All hills for water 
j shall he due and pa.val)le at the City 

Hall on tlie llrst day of each month. 

If paid before the 15th of the month, 
a cash discount of 25c shall be allowed. 

.Ml hills remaining uni>aid on the 
20th of the month are delinquent and 
tlu- water ihay he shut t>ff from the 
pn iiiisi's against widch a hill is over¬ 
due. 

SECTIO.N 12. The Water Department 
si\a!l liave a right in its discretion to 
r>->iuiia‘ in stn*cial cases, payment in 
ailvance for water in an amount suffi- 
eii'iit to cover a quantity estimated to 
he useil. 

.SPX'TIO.N IS. Every unpaid hill for 
water sltall t>ec*ime a cliarge against 
tile i>ropei'ty on whiei^ it is furnished 
,ind against the owner thereof. Wlieii 
wattT is sliut off for >lelin>iuent hills, 
it shall not he turned on again until 
all such delinquencies shall liave been 
pai<l in full with $1.00 in addition for 
I'xpense of turning water off and on. 

No cliange of ownership or oceui)atlon 
slmll affect the ai>t>llcation of this sec¬ 
tion. 

SKCTIHN 14, Whenever during the 
I winti'r and spring months in any year 
theri' Is a surt>hi8 of water jivailahle, 

! tile Hi>ani of Trustees may dispose of 
I such wattr at siiecial rates to lie de- 
I termlned by It. Such temiiorary re.Iuc- 
I tion of rales and charges shall be with- 
. out prejudice to a return to the reg.i- 
j lar rates. 

SEC'l’loN 15. Every person desiring 
; a rim of water for irrigation i)uri>oses 
' must register with the Superintendent for 
I at least tim (HD days prior to the l>c- 
glnnlng of each Irrigating season. Such 
registration shall siiocify the property 
and acreage t>» he covereii, may indi¬ 
cate a preference as to time and quan¬ 
tity of water desired, and shall obligate 
the irrigator to acceiit water In the 
(|iuintities so Indicated and at sueh 
times as the Superintendent may di¬ 
rect, subject to the Superintendent's 
right to limit the quantity of water as 
the supply may require. 

SECTIDN 16. The Superintendent 
ma.v give notice hy (lost card to reg¬ 
istered Irrigators of the time wiien de¬ 
livery of water will be made. Hersons 
; who have failed to register before (he 
' time speeilied above may receive wn- 
^ ter at the discretion of the Superin- 
'Hndent. The Superintendent may re- 
' fuse to deliver water to those who are 
delinquent in payments for water pre¬ 
viously supplied. 

! SECTION 17. It shall he unlawful to 
! interfi re with or, without the permis¬ 
sion of the Superintendent, to remove 
a fixed water meter from any service 
u here It is attached. 

; SECTION IS. All water meters In- 
I stalled by the water deimrlmenl shall 


remain at all times the property of the 
City and shall be maintained and re¬ 
paired and renewed by the City when 
rendered unserviceable through fair 
wear and tear; provided, that where 
replacements, repairs or adjustments 
of any meter are rendered necessary by 
the act, negligence or carelessness of 
the consumer, any expense caused to 
the Department thereby shall be charg¬ 
ed against the (iremises and collected 
from the consumer. 

SECTIO.N 19. lIi)on demand in writ¬ 
ing and the deposit of $1.00 by a con¬ 
sumer, he may have his meter exam¬ 
ined and tested by the Water Depart¬ 
ment for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether or not it is registering cor¬ 
rectly the water being delivered 
through It. If the meter shall he found 
to register three (2%) per cent more 
water than actually passes through It. 
another meter will be substituted 
therefor and the $1.00 shall he repaid 
to the applicant and the water hill for 
the current month adju.sted in such 
manner as the Chairman of the Water 
(i>mmittee shall deem fair and just. 

If the meter he found accurate the de¬ 
posit shall be forfeited to the City and 
the water hills paid as rendered. 

SECTION 20. If a meter falls to reg¬ 
ister, or registers Inaccurately, the 
consumers shall he chargeti with an 
average ilally consumption shown hy 
the meter when in use and registering 
accurately. 

SECTION 21, Approved check valves 
shall be Installed at the expense ot the 
ojnsumer on the prtjperty side of the 
water meter where necessary for the 
safety and protection of the water sys¬ 
tem or appliances thereof. 

SICl'TION 22. Rebates from the 
rates hereinbefore specified may be 
made to indigent persons by the Chair¬ 
man of the Water Committee, subject 
to the approval of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees at its next meeting, 

SECTION 23. No water shall hereaf¬ 
ter be served to two or more parcels or 
subdivisions of property, separately 
owned, through a common meter unless 
the consumer first in order of service 
from the main shall, in writing, guar¬ 
antee the payment of water rates for 
all parcels of proi)ertj so served The 
Superintendent shall give ten (10) days’ 
notice in writing to all consumers 
served through such common meter 
before enforcing this section l>y cutting 
off water.

the Superintendent to supply water to 
any |>erson. linn or corporation other 
tlian the oeeupant or oeeuiiants of the 
prt'n^lpcs of I’oosiinior. 

SECTION 32. U shall bo unlawful 
for any pers-m to taji. open or eonneet 
with any water main or pipe which 
forms any part of the system of the 
water works of the City of Sierra 
Madie without the written permission 
ot the Superintendent. 

SECTION 33. Fire hydrants shall be 
placed hy the Water Deiiartment. the 
cost of wliieli shall be jiald out of the 
Oeneral Fund or other fund appropri¬ 
ated for that purpose. Fire hydrants 
shall he maintained, served with water 
and repaired, when necessary, by the 
water department at the monthly rate 


of $2.00 per hydrant, provided, that 
when so ordered by the Board of Trus¬ 
tees no charge shall he made for hy¬ 
drants inadequate for tire service, hut 
such cost of maintenance and repairs 
of such hydrants shall be paid out of 
the General Fund or other fund appro¬

SECTRiN 34. Fire hydrants are pro¬ 
vided for the purpose of extinguishing 
tires.

SECTION 37. Except in emergency i 
of fire it shall be unlawful for any j 
person other llian an eniployee of tlte j 
Water Department to break a seal or 
turn water into prertiises from whi ii ; 
the Water Deiiartment has cut it oft. | 

SECTION 38. The Water Depart¬ 
ment of tile City of Sierra .Madre shall ' 
he paid out of the General Fund 'r j 
other appropriate fund at the reg liar 
water rates for all water furnlshi-d to I 
the City and Its various departments: 
excepting that payment for water iise.l 
in extinguishing fires shall he consi'l- 
ered as being iiicludeil in the firt* hy¬ 
drant rates hereinbefore mentioned.

In planning your prac¬ 
tical tub dress, therefore, al¬ 
ways get a sample of the material and 
not only wash It, but Iron It Some 
colors stand water that change with a 
hot Iron. Save for the small child do 
not shrink the goods before making up. 
Some of the freshness is undoubtedly 
lost, and often a woman can wear a 
dress an entire season with merely 
pressing. 

Apropos of pressing, many tub 
dresses can be made like new by care¬ 
ful pressing with cold starch water. 
Use a little starch, dampen slightly 
with a white cloth, a little at a time, 
and press with a moderately hot Iron. 

When a colored tub dress Is to be 
laundered set the color by soaking In 
strong salt water or In sugar of lead. 
Five cents' worth of the latter to a 
gallon of water Is the correct propor¬ 
tion. Remember In washing colored 
dresses to use lukewarm water, no 
strong soaps or alkalis. When possible 
wash without soap and preferably In a 
suds. Dry In the shade or at night. 
Dampen just before Ironing. 

Just one more word on the kind of 
materials for the tub frock. Much Ih 
heard of the wash crapes. They are 
beautiful, smart, and save untold time 
In Ironing, but most of them shrink 
terribly. Be sure In selecting these 
crapes to test by measured samples 
their shrinking qualities. It pays to 
get some of tho Imported wash crapes, 
because they shrink less. 

Cotton voile, gingham, dimities, ba¬ 
tiste, cotton ratines and, of course, the 
cotton crapes, ch.nmbray, reps and fine 
pique are excellent for the morning or 
utility dresses. For the dressier ones 
finer voiles, mulls, batiste, handker¬ 
chief linen, Paris mnslln and many of 
the new silk and cotton materials are 
practical. For more elaborate gowns 
the wash net and wash chiffons can 
easily be tubbed If properly made. 
Dotted Swiss Is one of the “staples" 
that should commend itself to every 
woman because it Is “dressy,” cool and 
does not need constant pressing.

How to Wash Cut Glaii Without 
Breaking It, 

In washing cut glass, especially that 
which Is deeply cut, never use hot wa¬ 
ter. If you do the thin places will 
heat so much more suddenly than the 
thick portions that they will expand 
quickly and break the glass. 

Have your cut glass In a warm room 
for several hours before washing It 
The water should be just warm, and 
In It should be put a generous amount 
of liquid ammonia. Then each piece 
should be put into the bowl separate¬ 
ly and rolled over quickly, so that the 
entire surface may become wet at 
once. If the cutting Is at all deep 
rub all crevices with n stiff brush cov¬ 
ered with a lather of ordinary soap. 
Rinse the glnsS In another bowl con¬ 
taining water of the same tempera¬ 
ture, to which has been added a 
squeeze of blue from the washing blue 
bag, then dry iinmetliately upon a clean 
and soft linen towel. 

Should you wish to give an added 
luster polls!) the glass with alcohol. 
Hold the piece of glass to be treated 
over a clean basin and pour the alco¬ 
hol—which must have been standing 
In a warm room long enough to lose 
Its chill—over the glass, letting It run 
down into the basin beneath, so that 
it will not be wastetl Wipe dry In¬ 
stantly and polish with a soft piece of 
linen and let the final polish be given 
by a soft piece of old silk.
